Labor 
Strife 
Problems 
Keep Truman Tied 
Down To Desk

Washington, Oct. 29 (ZP)—Presi­ 
dent Truman today cancelled his 
out-of-town trips for more than a 
month ahead and plunged into the 
problems of labor 
strife, 
wages 
and prices during reconversion. 
The troubles that tied him 
to 
his White House desk were typi­ 
fied. a few hours later, by calls 
for big new strike votes and 
a 
statement from 
President 
Philip 
M urray that industry is staging a 
“sit-down strike” against the un­ 
ions’ wage demands. 
M urray said that not a single 
agreement had been reached in 
a 
major industry since VJ-day by 
collective bargaining. 
A White House spokesman laid 
Mr. 
Trum an’s 
cancellation 
of 
travel plans to the “pressure 
of 
duties in 
Washington,” 
without 
elaboration. 
Labor matters seemed to have 
the 
right-of-way. 
Mr. 
Truman 
worked much of Sunday on 
bls 
wage-price speech and Intends to 
see as manv as 
possible 
of 
the 
delegates 
to the 
labor-manage- 
ment meeting before 
they 
start 
work d week hence.

“It was argued then and it will 
soon be argued again that the na­ 
tion’s economy cannot stand such 
military expenditures.

security than it can stand defeat 
or even a victory with

Gen. Marshall said that the year 
that France fell we spent five and 
a half billion on tobacco and al­ 
coholic products — “about 
three 
times the sum we devoted to our 
precarious national security, even 
in that most critical hour of world 
history.”

Washington, 
Get. 29 (ZP) — A 
postwar blueprint for 
producing 
military aircraft was handed 
to 
Congress today including defense 
against atomic bombs, long range 
rockets, and other weapons of the 
future. 
The plan calls for retention of 
about one fourth of the huge w ar­ 
time aircraft plants. Military pro­ 
duction would be divided among 
five or six inland centers so that 
surprise atomic raids 
or 
similar 
action by an aggressor would not. 
be likely to cripnlo this nation be­ 
fore it could retaliate. 
“The atomic 
bomb 
has 
em- 
nhasized the need 
for 
dispersal 
because it has so temendouslv in­ 
creased the area which 
can 
be 
dovasted by a single raid,” 
said 
Dr. George P. Baker, war depart­ 
ment consultant. 
Senator 
Magnuson 
(D-Wash) 
said he was not 
convinced 
that j 
dispersal 
would 
be 
a 
defense! 
against the atomic bomb, asserting; 
that the huge Boeing aircraft in- 
dust"v centered in his home state 
would be just as vulnerable if it 
moved to its plants 
in 
Wichita. 
Kan., or Marietta. Ga. 
Ready For Emergency 
Baker said that the future de­ 
fense program would require “in­ 
dustrial m aneuvers” for mobiliza­ 
tion of industry similar to peace­ 
time maneuvers carried out of the 
armed forces. To carry this 
out 
ho stressed: 
1. Peacetime annual production 
of from 3,000 to 5,780 new mili­ 
t a r y aircraft at the inland centers 
to keep a key force of engineers, 
designers, technicians and others 
available for wast expansion when 
an emergency arose. 
2. A permanent aircraft 
plan­ 
ning program so 
that 
any 
new 
weapons of the air would be com- 
pletely tested and ready for pro- 


j duct ion. 
3. Transfer of plants with 
26.- 
000 OOO square feet of floor space 
| to the Army and Navy by 
the 
I government defense plans corpor­ 
ation. These would 
be available 
for immediate emergency produc­ 
tion. 


Indonesians Battle 
British In Batavia; 
40 Soldiers Killed 


Batavia, Java, Oct. 29. (ZP)—New 
fighting was reported to have flar­ 
ed up in Batavia tonight after a 
truce ended a bloody 24-hour bat­ 
tle at the Soerabaja naval base 
which left at least 40 British In­ 
dian soldiers dead and another 40 
wounded. 
There was no estimate of the 
number of Indonesian and civilian 
casualties in the fighting at Soera­ 
baja, where the entire British g ar­ 
rison of 1,600 men had been seri­ 
ously threatened by the strongest 
Indonesian forces yet encountered 
by Allied occupation forces.

Children Slaughtered 
Much of the testimony offered 
today centered around the massa­ 
cre in a Manila Red Cross station. 
An attractive 26-year-old Filipino 
woman told amid tears how four 
Japanese sailors broke into the 
Red Cross building where about 
IOO 
women 
and 
children 
had 
taken shelter, slaughtered 50 of 
them and wounded most of the 
others. 
A 
47-yenr-old 
Filipino 
who 
lived next door to the station told 
of losing IO members of his family 
in the slaughter. 
Another witness testified of see­ 
ing Filipino 
civilians 
piling 
up 
dead bodies in a lum beryard u n ­ 
der the guard of Japanese navy 
personnel, who then shot their u n ­ 
willing assistants and tossed them 
into the river. 
Defense counsel, headed by Col. 
H arry E. Clarke of Altoona, Pa., 
sought dismissal of the charges

“We also have proposed changes 
to the law providing pensions for 
permanent disability because un­ 
der the present law a man may 
lose a hand or foot and not get his 
pension because of his ability to 
earn his livelihood in some other 
work. We have asked that the law 
be revised so that if he is unable 
to follow his usual employment on 
the railroad he will be entitled to 
his pension if he is 60 years of age 
or employed by the railroad 20 
years.” 
Mr. Lush was applauded after 
speaking more than an hour.

A PROPOSAL TO THE NATION 


-T o its lawmakers, its economists, its farmers, 
its industrial workers and its businessmen 


Every thinking American must realize that this country now faces 
a situation w ithout parallel either during the war or before it. 


Before the war we were busy at production of all the things re­ 
quired by a peacetime economy. W e m aintained a high standard 
of living, supported the governm ent w ith our taxes, exported to 
foreign countries and enjoyed imports from them. 


Then come the war. Production was stepped up to unprecedent­ 
ed levels and devoted almost entirely to m ilitary needs. Production 
of civilian goods was reduced to the barest necessities. 


Now the war is over. W e turn again to supplying civilian needs. 
But today these needs, unfilled for four long years, are at the high ­ 
est peak of all time. O ur governm ent's tax requirements are no 
longer the staggering needs of war, but they ore still the enormous 
needs of war's afterm ath— many times greater than before the war. 
There is also immediate, urgent need for all kinds of goods to 
aid the recovery and rehabilitation of a war-torn world 


The simple fact is that we have a big job ahead of us 


We can't get it done on the prewar basis of work. 


We must produce for more now than ever before. 


Recognizing these problems, we have made the following pro­ 
posal :

Gentlemen: 


“General Motors proposes that the UAW-CIO join with it in petitioning 
the Congress to change the W ages and Hours Act to make the standard 
work week 45 hours in place of 40 hours during the postwar reconstiuc- 
tion period. This proposal is made recognizing that the country has a big 
load to carry in cleaning up the aftermath of the war, and that under 
these conditions we can all have more only if we produce more 


“The reason for this proposal to change the law is that the present 
law putting the penalty of overtime pay of 50% on the extra hours over 
40 discourages employers and business generally from planning such 
extra hours of production, thereby tending to reduce the country to a 40- 
hour week when the country and the world are demanding more pro­ 
duction at lower prices. 


“With this change in the work week, we propose that all wage rates 
be increased approximately 6% so that men working 45 hours at the 
new straight-time rates will make as much money as they do now for 45 
hours of work. This pioposal would increase the earnings of those work­ 
ing less than 45 hours and would also increase the extra compensation 
for any hours worked over 45, since such hours would be paid for at time- 
and-a-half based on the new rates. 


“Your first impression of this proposal probably will be that it a re­ 
actionary idea, and not in the interest of labor. It is not reactionary any 
more than working longer hours in the war emergency was. We are sure 
that it is in the best interests of all the people of our country and particu­ 
larly in the best interests of all workmen. 


“If the 40-hour week was sound prewar and the 48-hour week during 
the war, the 45-hour week is sound for the immediate period following 
such a world catastrophe as we have been through. All Americans are 
expecting an even higher standard of living postwar than we had 
prewar. This can be accomplished at this time only by producing more, 
as we now must carry the huge additional tax burdon and other ex­ 
penses growing out of the war. The simple fact is that we have a big 
job ahead of us. We cannot get it done on the prewar basis of work. 
We must produce far more than we did in the past. 


"The workmen of other nations will work far more than 45 hours. In 
many cases they will have only a bare subsistence living while they 


are doing it, because of the lack of good tools and machinery, Uke tho*# 
supplied by employers in our country. 


“This proposal has much to recommend IL 


“ I. It avoids a substantial reduction in weekly earnings. 
“2. It prevents inflation and preserves the purchasing pow 


cr of war bonds, insurance, social security and other 
savings. 
“ 3. It does not upset the balance between agricultural 


workers, salaried workers and industrial workers. 


“ 4. It will produce more goods and services, and the peo­ 
ple of our country will have more. 
“ 5. It will create more jobs and the employment of more 


people. lust as many men and women will be em­ 
ployed in our plants on a 45-hour week as on a 40-hour 
week. And it will allow the use of plants for the extra 
five hours when they would otherwise be idle, 
“6. It will stimulate business activity cmd create more jobs. 


and result in the employment of many more people in 
all related businesses. 


“7. If our plants could be scheduled to work on this basis 


we would produce nine cars where we would other 
wise have produced only eight. It will mean that one 
man out of nine will have a car who would otherwise 
go without 


“We believe that a 45-hour week is necessary and desirable during 
the period of postwar reconstruction, for the following reasons* 


“ I. During this period our country will be shipping food, 


mateiials and machinery to other countries all over the 
world to help them rehabilitate themselves and avoid 
starvation. 
“2. We still have the extra expense of bringing our fighting 


men back home and fitting them into civilian work. 


“ 3. We still have high taxes, which necessarily are a 
charge against industry and all producers. 


“ 4. To develop and apply technological improvements and 
to o rgan ize industry takes time---years not months. 


“ It is hoped that at the end of this postwar reconstruction 


period: 
“ I. Our relations with other countries will be on the basis 
of a two way street, where we shall get back goods and 
service for those we supply. 


“ 2. The fighting men will be back at peacetime work and 
the aftermath of the war will be over. 


“ 3. Government expense and the number of government 
employes will be reduced and not be such an excessive 
burden on all producers. 
“ 4. Technological improvements- the better ways of doing 
all the things that are necessary to deliver products to 
customers 
will have become effective. 


“We can then have a 40-hour week with more leisure time and more 


goods and services, and can continue to improve the standrd of living of 
all Americans.

espite the sudden stopping of war work, 
employment at General Electric has 
declined less than IO per cent overall.
